The outstanding prior art rejection over Genet is withdrawn since the reference 
fails to teach a hydrogenation of an aryl ketone with the required catalyst. In this 
regard, an updated search of the prior art failed to uncover a reference that teaches 
hydrogenation of an aryl ketone with the required catalyst, see for example, Ohkuma et 
aL, J. Am. Chem. Soc. 1995, 117, 2675-2676 or U.S. Patent No. 6,476,233.
